A JTZL1TP TO ETERNITY. 


The lynching of Charles Reed, the 


Outlaw, at Sidney, 


The following is extracted from 
the 


Sidney Telegraph's account of the recent 
hanging of a desperado named Reed who 
shot and killed one Loomis, a prominent 
citizen, whom Beed claimed had insulted 
his "woman:" 


"A rope was procured and just before 


midnight a body of afteast five hundred 
persons marched to the jail and told the 
guards that they would not be harmed, but 
the prisoner must be surrendered for ex- 
ecution 
At least fifty aamed men then 


surrounded and disarmed each guard took 
the keys from the jailor and delegated five 
of the number to enter and bring out the 
murderer. The special committee of five 
proceeded to preform their mission. Reed 
was soon found and the rope was placed 
about his nectk, He "weakened" consid- 
erably when his neck came in contact 
with the instrument of death, and besged 
piteously to be shot instead of hanged. 
The dense mass of citizens, though intense- 
ly excited w^s orderly. 


The response to Reed's request to be 


shot, was "out west they didn't confer so 
great an honor upon men of his kind; and 
who were guilty of committing such cold 
blooded murders, as he had been in thus 
shooting down like a dog one of the 
best citizens of town." 


Reed was taken to a Western Union tel- 


egraph pole on. Front street, the principal 
thoroughfare* of the town, a ladder was 
placed against the pole, and a motion 
made that the murderer be hanged at once 
Ihe ayes ana noes were put in tirst.c]ass 
congressional style, resulting in about 
five hundred! ayes and not a single "no" 
sung out on the midnight air. It was so 
unanimous mat the murderer saw noth- 
ing to be gained by taking part in the con- 
vention and calling foi a "division" in [tlie 
motion. His doom was sealed. He tvas 
then asked if he had anything to say. 
In response, he said: 


'Gentlemen, I admit I killed the man: 


I intended to kill him for insulting my 
woman; but I didn't know it was Loomis 
who had insulted her I killed five men in 
Texas before coming here, but three of 
them were killed in self defense. I sup- 
pose its my turn to quit now.' 
He was 


then made to climb the ladder, and was 
aked which he prefered, to jump off or 
have the ladder pulled from under him. 
The murderejr, who had by this time nerA- 
ed himself to meet his fate bravely, said: 
' I'll jump off myself. Gentlemen, I'll 


show you how a brave man can leave this 
world." and then with the demeanor of a 
Chesterfield, he added: 'Goodbye, gen- 
tlemen, one and all.' 


The tatel leap was taken, and Reed, the 


murderer, thus usherered his soul into 
eternity. The body hung until 7 o'clock 
Sunday morning, at which time it was 
cut down by the c«roner."

In- 
structions were) given him by the secretary 
of war recently. 
These instructions 


amounted to simply this: That persons 
found occupying the country as settlers, 
contrary to law, must be regarded as tres- 
passers and ejected by force. Gen. Sher- 
idan at once gave orders by telegraph for 
the detail of a certain number of troops 
for field duty on the border of the Indian 
Teritory. iThe details of troops is as fol- 
lows : Two companies of the Fourth cal- 
vary to go to Vinata, Indian Territory, one 
company to go to Coffeyville, one to Ar- 
kansas City, and one to Baxter Springs, 
Kansas. These com panics are drawn from 
the posts in the interior of the Indian 
Territory. Reports reached Gen. Sheri- 
dan that trespassers from Montana, Da- 
kota, and Wyoming are settling upon the 
"more valuable grazing lands upon Crow 
reservation in the Yellowstone valley. 
The Crows complain of this encroachment 
and Gen. Sheridan has ordered the post 
commanders in that region to expel all 
trespresers fro'm the reservation.

as Told by an Old Soldier.

duping Unlimited Heat ^Itnout Fuel. '

llrij J. QJaellew, of Gla^ford, Peoria 


county, is at work on # machine for 
producing heat by mechanical means. 
Mr. OheUew said: "Thjat it is well 
knowji that heat was a kind of vibration 
or motion pf the molecules of matter, 
and ijhat, therefore, it was possible to 
prediice it f»y. mechanical means. Iron, 
for instance, can be made hot by ham- 
mering itj; heat can be produced by rub- 
bing I wo sticks together, and many other 
illustrations of similar nature maybe 
given,} all showing that lieat was a me- 
chanifcal effect." Startingwith this idea, 
he wejnt to |rork to construct a machine 
whiclj would produce heat. 


His first: attempt was a success; the 


machine produced a low degree of heat. 
The motive power being the work of an 
old S0th Thomas clock, tlje trouble with 
the Machine was that the Vibrations were 
not regular,; hence the law Degree of heat; 
but he felfeencouraged; that heat could 
be prpduced by a machinb was evident; 
with fjetter! machinery more heat could 
be produced. He then purchased as 
good a Setjh Thomas clcck as he could 
find, Jiavinfjf a compensat: ng pendulum 
and <jther ) improvement! il and went to 
work on a new machine, which he calls 
a thermachion, it being | the one the 
writet discovered him at ivork upon on a 
previous occasion. He w ^s very reticent 
in showing',his thermachion,ashewishes 
to sequre a'patent on it; I but I can say 
that it is a wonderful machine. It con- 
sists of a plain wooden b6x about two 
feet stjuare |and three feet high, and, at- 
tached to ojne side, like an addition, was 
a boj made out of tbia boiler-plated 
being} ^e ; same height land width as 
the wooden box, and about a foot deep. 
In the wooden box was the motive 
powei; in the iron box t ie heat is gen- 
erated. The essential p* it of the heat- 
producing Apparatus was a plate which 
Mr. Ohelle^ calls a " moc iel plate." Mr. 
Chellew requested me to insert a small 
wire through a small ho'e in the box, 
after previously starting the works. In 
a few seconds I withdrew j the wire, and 
it was too hot to touch with the hands. 
He then took a small tin cup of cold 
water and jjTit it in the iron box. In 
two or three minutes he withdrew it 
boiling hot;! Of course it is, as yet, very 
imperfect, being deficient in many de- 
tails, i The, highest degree of heat yet 
attained with it is about 250 deg. But 
Mr.j CJheUey expects, when certain im- 
proveinents he is now experimenting on 
are attached, to show 5001 deg. of heat, 
or perihaps jjiigher, and, inth other^ im- 
provements1^ and discoveries, to generate 
heat to any required degree. The same 
instruknent will produce 
degrep of heat, as ma;
